A recent issue of the Johnstown 


Triliune contained tha following edito- 
rial: 


The versatility and great agility 


with which the average country editor 
is endowed; the ease with which he 
climbs to the dizzy heights of social 
and political eminence, and 
then 


vaults to the almost fathomless abyss 
of menial service, only to again clam- 
ber and tumble again—these and numer- 
ousother things, pathetic and other- 
wise, were probably never better illus- 
trated than in last week's issue of the 
MotmtainEelw, published at Osterburg, 
Bedford county. 


As a starting point it should be noted 


that the Echo is absolutely "independ- 
ent" in political matters. 
Like any 


other echo, it only repeats on that sub.- 
ject what some one else has said. But 
this can be better understood from the 
"principles" which stand at the head 
of the editorial columns, reading thus: 


We desire Echo readers to distinctly re- 


member at all times that matter calculated 
to boost the chances of political candidates, 
which appears in this paper, is paid for the 
same as any other advertisement. This is 
strictly an independent paper and we are 
free to criticise anything that bavors of dis- 
honesty in any way. 


Nevertheless it appears that politic- 


al matter does sometimes get into the 
JJclw outside of the advertising col- 
umns. 
One "Hayseed," a correspond- 


ent, penned an article concerning a 
picnic at which were present Hon. 
Joseph E. Thropp, congressman for 
Osterburg and the Echo, as well as 
the balance of the Twentieth district, 
and also Hon. John M.Reynolds, who is 
said to hanker after the shoes of Mr. 
Thropp, who has no notion of throw- 
ing them away at the end of the pres- 
ent two-year term. 
In this article 


"Hayseed," who may or may not be an 
applicant for a postoffice or a consu- 
lar position, or as some intimate, to be 
partially reinstated in his old position 
as minister by being appointed chap- 
lain to a Philippine regiment, lauded 
Mr. Thropp and prodded Mr.Reynolds 
The editor is sorry for it.

D. H. Lovell Promoted. 


D. H. Lovel], formerly superintend- 
nt of the Bedford division, P. R. R., 
as been appointed acting general 
gent, ic succeed W. J. Latta, who has 
•signed. 
The appointment, which 


oes into effect to-day, is provisional 
ntil confirmed by the board of direc- 
ors at its meeting September 13. 
Mr. Lovell was born at Duneansville 
eptember 19, lS:,3,and when but a few 
ninths over ten years of age he enter- 
d the service of the Pennsylvania 
ailroad company as an "all around" 
oy. On the 1st of May, 1 SOU, he was 
ppointed a messenger in the office of the 
iperintendent of transportation,Phil- 
delphia, and advanced to a clerkship 
n the general superintendent's oUice 
n February, 1S70. Feeling the neces- 
ty for further preparation for a rail- 
oad life, Mr. Lovell entered school, 
here he remained until March, 1873, 
•hen he re-entered the general super- 
ntendent's office as a stenographer. 
He continued in the employ of the 
ompany until 1875, when he took a 
hree years' collegiate course, after 
hich he entered the office of the prin- 
pal engineer, Philadelphia, January 
, 1873. One 3'ear later he was ap- 
ointed assistant supervisor on Divi- 
ion No. 10, Pittsbi rg division, and ad- 
anced to a number of higher posi- 
ions, until he was made superinten- 
ent of the Bedford, Cambria and 
learfield and Monongahela divisions 
le received the appointment as super- 
ntendent of the Delaware Extension 
nd Kensington division on January 1 
899. 
This division has always been 


onsidered an important one. The 
uperintendent has not only charge of 
he passenger travel in and ou t of Broac 
treet station, but the various freight 
.tations within the business limits oJ 
-•hiladelphia, and also handles the coa' 
,ommerce seeking inlet or outlet via 
he Pennsylvania railroad and the 
>ort of that city. The many import- 
int positions held by Mr. Lovell have 
'urnished him with a varied railroa< 
experience that will do him service in 
lis new position.

The Wellman party found new lands 
orth of Freedom island, where Nan- 
en landed in 1803. Wellman, while

^arch, fell into a snow-covered crev- 
sse, seriously injuring one of his legs 
ud compelling a retreat. Two days 
ater the party was roused at midnight 
y an icequake under them, due to 
ressure. In a few moments many dogs 
ere crushed and the sledges destroyed, 
he members of the expedition nar- 
owly escaped with their lives, though 
hey managed to save their sleeping 
ags and some dogs and provisions, 
n Mr. Wellman's condition becoming 
larming, as inflammation set in, the 
orwegians dragged him on a sledge 
y forced marches nearly 200 miles to 
eadcjuarters, arriving there early last 
pril. Wellman found no trace of the 
issing aeronaut, Professor Andree.

Drowned 


A. terrific storm, accompanied by 
ain, hail and lightning, passed over 


idford county on Sunday. In the af- 


ernoon the barn ovvucd by John H- 
ames, of near Rainsburg, was struck 
y lightning, set on fire and burned to 
ie ground. All the farming imple- 
neuts, straw, grain, a colt, a calf and 
early all the harness were consumed, 
ntailing a loss of about 81,700, with 
500 insurance. Mr. James is a cousin 
f William II. James, whose house was 
,ruck by lightning and burned on 
ilonday of last week.

Our People Now Realize the Danger of the 


Adoption of An Imperialistic Policy 


1>T the United States.

WASHINGTON, August 29.—Have we, 


as a people, anything to gain by join- 
Dg hands with Great Britain in a Na- 
poleonic policy of world-conquest? 
Ithough the administration is at 
aresent carefully concealing any dis- 
position, it may have to enter upon 
uch a policy, the disposition is believ- 
d to exist, and that question may be- 
ome a leading one in next year's pres- 
dential campaign. In diplomatic cir- 
les it is believed that the first steps 
oward sueh a policy have already 
een taken and that the suspension of 
3r. Bedloe, as United States consul at 
lanton, China, at the request of the 
overnment of China, is one of them, 
Ithough it is stated at the state de- 
artment that the suspension of Dr. 
Sedloe was brought about by some 
rregularity in connection with his is- 
uing papers to an American vessel en- 
aged in supplying arms and ammuni- 
ion to the Filipinos and in issuing 
ertificates to Chinese merchants trad- 
ng with the Philippines. 


The present attitude of greatness 
ccupied by the United States was 
ttained by following, from the days 
f Washington, a policy of strictly at- 
ending to our own affairs and leaving 
be people of other nations to do the 


ame. 
The glamour of foreign con- 


uest has turned the head of the peo- 
le of other nations many times in the 
ast and a few months ago there ap- 
eared to be danger that the Americans 
rould be blinded by the same glam- 
ur, but the common sense for which 
\mericans are renowned has come to 
he rescue and our people are realisi- 
ng not only the meaning but the dan- 
er of the adoption of an imperialistic 
olicy by the United States and 
resent indications are that that reali- 
atiou will result in a restoration of 
he Democratic party to power and a 
esumption of the only safe foreign 
olicy for tlrs government to follow. 
Men who at the beginning supported 
de expansion policy of the administra- 
on are now severely criticising the 
esults obtained by foDowingthat poli- 
y. 
For instance, the Washington 


, which has to all intents and pur- 


oses been an expansion sheet, says 
ditorially: "Either we have not the 
enius and the temperament for suc- 
essful colonization, or we have been 
rotesquely unfortunate in the selec- 
lon of our agents. It is impossible to 
ee at this moment where and in what 
espect we have accomplished anything 
mportant either in Cuba or in the 
'hilippines. In the latter we have 
ndertaken to set up the regime of law 
nd order and civilization, and we have 
ailed utterly. In the case of Cuba we 
ave undertaken to give the people 
elf-government, or at least to test their 
apacity in that line, and we have done 
either. In the Philippines we have 
or six months or more been engaged 
n a petty and perfectly fruitless war 
.vith the natives. In Cuba the govern- 
ment consists of a military autocracy, 
ittle if any more beneficent than that 
onducted by the Spanish governor- 


erals in times of peace. In Luzon 


t is actual war we have upon our 
ands. In Cuba it is smouldering dis- 
ontent, turbulence in various parts of 
he island and a fatuous and feeble 
yranny at Havana.''

RBBUILDISG TIIE TEMPLE.— Ezra 3:10 to 


4:5. 
Head the whole chapters 


GOLDEN TEXT—'-The temple of God is 


holy, which temple ye are." T Cor. 3:17. 


How this subject must appeal to 


every loyal Jew to-day, anticipating- 
the building of another temple, by a 
proclamation of the same Almighty 
King, already delivered and in which 
believing Jews and Gentiles alike 
rejoice. 
How joyfully must these 


Jews have undertaken the work alout 
2,500 years ago, &ure of success because 
Jehovah had cheered them with words 
like these: "Be strong—I am with you 
—and in this place will I give peace, 
said the Lord of hosts." 


"They builded the altar of the G^d 


of Israel, to offer burnt oth'ering- 
thereon, as it is written in the law of 
Moses, the man of God." And they kept 
the feast oi tabernacles and willin 
ly offered a free will offering unto the 
Lord. They gave money also unto the 
masons and to the carpenters, and had 
cedar trees brought from Lebanon, ac- 
cording to tie grant that they had of 
Cyrus, king of Persia.

IimxGTOX, -N. Y., August 2!)—At a 


minor port of the gold coast a small 
but thoroughly equipped railroad is in 
existence, solely designed for bringing 
mahogany logs from the npper Assin- 
ie river to the coast, instead of per- 
mitting them to float to the coast, as 
heretofore. This fact is cited as a type 
of the influences that will re-make Af- 
rica in the next twenty-five years 
Hail roads and electric lines, designed 
for purposes of pure commercialism, 
will inevitably open the way for all 
that is modern and energizing in the 
colonizing nations of the world. The 
knell is sounding for the Dark Conti- 
nent and in its stead will appear a 
continent whose readiness and capaci- 
ty for development are almost limit- 
less. 


Twenty-five years ago the map of 


Africa was mainly guesswork. 
Large 


spaces were set down as desert that 
have since proved to be productive 
and the boundaries of the different in- 
terior territories were curved in sus- 
picious beauty and regularity. 
The 


Nile, notwithstanding Speke's efforts, 
was still regarded as a mystery. The 
traveler who chose to let his imagina 
tion run riot regarding things he had 
seen, either asleep or awake, could do 
so with impunity: beyond which point 
the yellow journals have scarcely pro- 
gressed whenever they refer to Africa, 
even now. The bravery and devotion 
of Livinstone were then a new story 
and Henry M. Stanley had just started 
for the expedition during whose course 
he partially surveyed Lake Victoria 
Nyanza and which ended in his re-ap- 
pearance, via. the Congo, to pen his 
great story of "Ac -oss the Dark Con 
tinent." Of course partial exploration 
h?d preceded all ttiis in many direc- 
tions. In 1S.">5 Dr. Earth crossed the 
Great Desert and added to onr know- 
ledge of the Niger, only, however, to 
leave the impression that this vasl 
river of the west coast was a feeder oJ 
the Nile. On this same river, also, 
Mungo Park in ITEIli experienced a 
number of dubious adventures and ex- 
plored the river for 100 miles from its 
mouth. This same region, also, and 
much other of the African coast, was 
known and traded with by the Phcc 
nicians of old, whose beads are even 
now dug up occasionally by the inhab- 
itants of the Guinea coast and used as 
ornaments by native royalty. In the 
south as early as icr,2 the Dutch had 
possession of the Cape of Good Hope 
having themselves ousted the Portu- 
gese and themselves being ousted by 
the British. Yel after all is said re 
garding efforts made, territory sub 
dued and knowledge gained of Africa 
prior to the middle of the present cen- 
tury, it may be summed up safely as 
trifling and ineffective. 


The present day map of Africa is an 


altogether different thing. The re- 
gions to the north and their contro' 
remain practically unchanged except 
of course, Egypt. That is English in 
all the elements that make for progress 
and quiet development, unthreatened 
by southern foes. But south, east and 
west the map has been re-made. Based 
upon Stanley's explorations the vasl 
Congo Free State—that pet plan of the 
king of the Belgians—now stretches 
from the Atlantic ocean to the greai 
equatorial lakes. On the south north- 
ward the star of empire has taken its 
way till even the Transvaal, once 
thought of by its founders as safe from 
all disturbance and sui passing, has 
already been left behind and ilhoclesia 
stretches ont the hand of its rule to- 
ward the Zambesi and onward again 
to the equatorial lakes. On the easi 
the territory has all been amicably di- 
vided among the great European na- 
tions, even though not yet settled. 
.Now that the partition has been effect- 
ed, the international race for commer- 
cial development and political suprem- 
acy has definitely started. If the Brit- 
ish are true to their genius and _ alive 
to their opportunities, there can be bul 
little doubt as to the victor. Militar- 
ism in the north under Ganeral Kitch- 
ener and commercialism in the soutl: 
nnder Cecil Rhodes have already given 
the British a control through the cen- 
tre of the continent, from the Mediter- 
ranean to the Atlantic ocean with the 
exception of 700 miles belonging to 
German East Africa. The sale oi 
Italy's port of Erithrea on the Red sea, 
together with the region called British 
East Africa, almost surrounds Abys- 
sinia with British influence. At Dela- 
goa bay, still owned by Portugal, the 
British influnce is supreme and thus 
largely cuts off the Transvaal from 
ocean communication. Then from the 
mouth of the Niger to Cape Verde 
British influence is almost uninter- 
rupted. 


It is not really difficult to glance 


aheid and say what is to be; for, given 
human nature as it is, human enter- 
prise as it has shown itself and racial 
differences as they exist, one can give 
even more than a shrewd guess regard- 
ing the future. Twenty-five years will 
see as vast changes in Africa as seven- 
ty-five years have seen in the United 
States; for the powers of the railroad, 
of electricity and of modern machinery 
will be brought to bear upon the Afri- 
can problem immediately, while Amer- 
ican effort went forward by the slow 
stages of the canal, the prairie schoon- 
er, the flat-boat, forward to the rail-,, 
road, only now reaching electric pow- 
er. From all sides the attack npon 
the undeveloped continent will go 
forward. In each case the commer- 
cial impulse will unconsciously work 
out for the land the broader purposes 
of destiny, just as the individual ex- 
ertions of all our own workers have, 
without direct intention, set forward 
our country in one hundred years 
until its influence is world-wide in 
every sense. 


In less than ten years, and possibly 


than five, telegrams for Cape Town 
cau be sent via. Cairo. In fifteen years, 
possibly even ten, men can take train 
in the north of Africa and ride to its 
southernmost point. 
In twenty-five 


years the Transvaal will exist no more 
as a republic. It will have been swal- 
lowed np by the supremacy of the 
British interests around it and in it. 
Delagoa bay will no longer be Portu- 
gese; in fact, it is doubtful if Portugal 
will then retain a single one of her 
possessions on African soil. 
She will 


have sold them outright or have betn 
embroiled in the disputes of her more 
powerful neighbors, and thus have lost 


her territory altogether. 
The Congo 


Free State will be less Belgian and 
more English. The coast settlements 
of the Gulf of Guinea will have spread 
back into the Soudan and the different 
ittle principalities been brought under 
civilizing influences.

"The most striking signs of Ameri- 


can military occupation," according to 
Mr. Matthews, "outside of the actual 
presence of our soldiers, were the pla- 
cards posted upin every cafe and drink- 
ing-place in the city to the effect that 
by orders of General Ludlow positive- 
ly no alcoholic liquors were to be solrl 
to our soldiers. Everywhere in Havana 
there were brilliantlithographs adver- 
tising various brands of American beer. 
It was r. wonder that some enterpris- 
ing agent had not plastered the sides 
of Morro castle with these signs. One 
would think, from the number of them 
in town, that we were simply a nation 
of beer-guzzlers. One noticed 
with 


satisfaction, to offset this, that in many 
of the shops there were signs, 'English 
Spoken Here;' and American bicycle' 
stores, type-writing 
establishments 


haberdashery stores were a pleasan 
relief to 'Greater New York Cafes,' 'St 
Lonis Cabinets,' and 'Chicago Retreat' 
that had sprung up on all sides.

TIMOTHY ALONE. 


The Ilcvttrd of n Fine Angnst Sown 


Crup In Olllo. 


Yesterday 
WL> cut the last of the 


timothy, nn August sown crop, sown 
alone, and a liucr Hold of timothy I 
never had upon the farm, writes an 
Ohio correspondent to The Rural New 
Yorker. 
The Gold wab intended foi 


another crop, but a severe drought 
made the plowing so dilhcult that it 
was deferred for a rain and so was not 
plowed until about July 4, when it 
was turned over, Uei'bage beneath. 
About Aug. 1, right utter a heavy rain, 
tue land was made Uub ast cutaway 
and harrows conltl make it, rolled and 
the timothy sown ou—six quarts per 
acre—and 
lightly 
harrowed in, or 


rather, Breed's weedered in. The weeds 
were clipped clown with the mower 
anu with the result that I do not re- 
member ever having so fine a crop 
of this horse hay as on this August 
sown Held. 


My thought is that clover may be 


made a much'surer crop than it is 
when sown with oats, if the land is 
made fine and compact before the slo- 
ver seed is sowu, and it should be 
lightly harrowed to get it in more 
deeply than surface cowing and then 
trusting to luck for it to get a root hold. 
This lias bora our practice for years, 
with, I think, not a failure in the time. 


Then why should not timothy be 


sown as a crop by itself, aud not have 
to be nursed by a grain crop? The 
secret of success, I think, is to keep the 
weeds and foxtail grass cut down so 
that they cannot get a start to over- 
shadow the crop we want. In our 
anxiety to got soiling and ensilage 
crops we must not forget that grass is 
the foundation of good soil fertility, 
and our clovers and grasses must be 
maintained iu a rotation that recog- 
nizes them ns the great renovators of 
our farms and gives to them the first 
chance, and that chance should be a 
deep concern of the farmer to pro- 
mote. 


The XeiT Wny of Tylnnr Ont n Cow, 
The old method of tying out cattle 


and horses by a ropu attached to a 
stake driven in the ground lias many 
disadvantages. Tile rope Is not always 
liable to tangle, but the animal is liable 
at any time to get fast In the rope and 
become injured and sometimes killed. 
The ground grazed over, too, is of a cir- 
cular shape, anil the creature staked 
uut on this plan must leave pieces of 
the ground untouched or work over n 
portion of the old browsing place. By 
using the trolley all tliese are clone 
away with. 


A large slued wire of any desired 


length, with a stake at each end, is 
used for tins trolley. 
A ring 2 or 3 


Inches in diameter is strung on this. 
Into this ring tie a rope, which is also 
attached to the halter. The length of 
this rope regulates the width of the 
ground the animal can pick over. A 5 
foot rope will allow the grazing of a 
strip 10 feet wide and as long as the 
trolley wire, ns the ring slips readily 
on the wire. When it is desirable to 
move the animal, pull the stakes and 
set them ahead twice the length of the 
rope attached to the ring. It is not 
necessary to have the rope free of the 
ground. 
It is well to have the wire 


taut. This will be found a most satis- 
factory way of lariating.—Ohio Farm- 
er.

Improvement of Seed Wheat. 


Growers who, before harvesting, 


have Rone into the wheatfleld and se- 
lix'tod a mimliar of the most desirable 
heads for sei'd are now in a position to 
carry out the Kansas station's pro- 
gramme for the improvement of seed 
wliwit. 
Usually the selection is upon 


tlie Imsis of yield aud quality, In which 
case the heads selected will be large, 
well formed and wltli plump, uniform 
grains. The grain derived from these 
heads sliould bo grown upon a plot of 
•round under tue most favorable con- 
ditions. The grain gathered from this 
plot furnishes tin- seed for the third 
year. 
But brfort1 harvesting a selec- 


tion of suitable heads should bo made 
from this for the next sectl plot. In 
this way the seed is each year improv- 
ed or at least maintained at its present 
standard. The size of the seed plot 
depends upon the total area of Hie 
wliuut to ln> giowu. Furthermore, the 
seed plot may be given much more 
careful treatment tlian Is applicable to 
the field. 
It is best to have the seed 


plot within the mam Held, so as to be 
entirely snn-ounded by. wheat. Tills 
lessens'the loss from grasshoppers and 
other insects and gives the plnuts bet- 
ter protection.

strawberry plants for summer setting, 
even at double prices, is not ns good as 
selling in spring at spring rates. Early 
in thj summer advanced strawberry 
plants are like Fig. 1. A is the first 
runner set. starting from the parent 
plant, which is not shown. B is the 
second and C the third. A has good 
roots at least four inches long, many of 
the plants being first class. To B the 
roots are less numerous and only two 
inches long, while C is just starting 


0.

roota and in many cases has not any 
If B's roots are started sufficiently to 
carry the plant, then careful digging of 
A will leave it uninjured and able to 
continue the series. C rooting in time 
and others following. In many cases B 
is not very well rooted, and one sacri- 
fices many plants in a short time, be- 
sides an 
indefinite number which 


would have sprung from the strongest 
plants dng Time is more valuable, and 
it takes more to get an equal number, 
though perhaps this is offset by getting 
the money eight or nine months sooner. 


A writer in The Country Gentleman, 


in which the foregoing considerations 
were originally presented, further tells 
that, instead of discarding the smaller 
plants of the seriss A B C, he takes 
the three and sets as in Fig. 2, not 
cutting them apart, but planting A and 
B as best he can and laying a small 
atone or piece of earth to hold C in po- 
sition until it takes root. D K is the 
line by which the plants A are set. He 
has filled gaps in matted rows about 
the middle of August with runnera 
nsed in this way, setting three abreast, 
so as to equal the width of row in oth- 
er places. Less than a month after it 
was difficult to see just where the re- 
pairs had been made. Instead of mak- 
ing the plant A more difficult to grow 
by having its younger sisters b and C 
attached, it seems to start more quick- 
ly, and all grow as freely as if still at- 
tached to the parent—that is. if the 
weather is favorable. 


In summer planting it is best to do 


it immediately after a good soaking 
rain, and in periods of drought with 
feeble plants it is best not to do it at 
all, us every minute of time is needed 
to give the plants time to store fruit 
food for next year's bearing. Some of 
the finest strawberries he ever produced 
were grown on plants set in early Sep- 
tember, but it was an exceptionally 
fine autumn, with little freezing weath- 
er before Christmas. Had frosty nights 
set in in September, with early winter 
cold, the plants would not have got a 
sufficient hold of the ground to have 
done anything 


If one does much ont of season plant- 


ing, it is best, according to tue writer, 
to grow one's own plants By the meth- 
od outlined it is plainly an advantage 
to have u patch of your own. and then 
you can select a class of runners of 
about the same age and vigor and get 
a uniform plantation. By using the 
full series upon a runner you get in a 
few weeks' time a matted row of a foot 
or more in width, all of which will 
fruit next year. If the season is good 
from time of setting in August, quite 
a lot of other plants will be produced 
which may be retained and used for 
setting in the spring. 


SOTV Punny Seed. 


Sow pansy seed every Augnst or Sep- 


tember in order to always havs young 
plants. If you have no cold frame or old 
hotbed for them, perhaps May or June 
would be a better time to plant. Grow 
the plants in some out of the way nook 
and transplant to the garden in August. 
Have the soil very rich, and when the 
plants are blooming give weekly doses 
of liquid manure. Do not set the plants 
too close. Have at least six inches of 
"elbow room." Kore would be better. 
If crowded, they grow spindling and 
weak. 


Punsies should' be grown in a well 


drained situation, for if water stands 
on them or ice forms ou the bed they 
will "winterkill." For winter protec- 
tion mix leaf mold with old, fine horse 
manure in about equal parts. A layer 
two inches deep should cover the pansy 
bed. 
This should be worked down un- 


der the plants that it need not injure 
the foliage, over the plants a covering 
of leaves lightly thrown ou and held in 
place by evergreen boughs, just enough 
to keep the leaves from blowing away, 
but no* enough to make them pack

I thought I would get 
ahead of those other newspaper fel- 
lows with a bit of news of mortal con- 
sequence to all sorts of people, Demo- 
crats and Republicans, Silverites 16 to 
1, Abolitionists, Teetqtalists, automo- 
bilists, ringed, streaked or speckled 
Russian Jews and the Sons of the 
Revolution, all were supposed to have 
a finger in the pie.

Cselnl Points From 15x]>vrlenee lit 


the Citrnell Station. 


The stave silo has leaped Into such 


sudden popularity as to indicate that 
it justifies the claim that it kueps the 
ensilage perfectly and is easily and 
cheaply constructed. The ^rcat objec- 
tion to silos has been their cost and the 
fact that much of the ensilage was lia- 
ble to mold. The stave silo is designed 
to overcome both these defects. Cor- 


BAl'.KEL STAVES USED AS STATS. 


nell station has lately issued a bulletin, 
No. 1G7. in which Professor Clinton 
gives a full anil detailed description 
with many illustrations of the manner 
of building a stave silo. 


Among points of Interest is the use 


of old barrel staves to aid iu maintain- 
ing a circular outline \rhjn setting up 
the staves of the silo. These are re- 
moved before the silo is filled. For a 
siio 16 feet in diameter flour barrel 
staves have the right curve. For a 12 
foot silo the sugar barrel stave is well 
adapted, while cement barrels give 
good staves for a 20 foot silo. 


Two men work, one at the top and 


the other at the bottom, to set up the 
staves of the silo rapidly. As soon as 
a stave is set in position it is toenailed 
at the top to the one previously set. 
One barrel stave reaches across sever- 
al of the silo staves, to each of which 
it should be nailed with a shingle nail. 
One row of barrel staves is nailed near 
the top and another near the bottom 
of the silo. Southern cypi ess Is called 
the best matorinl for ;; stave silo. 
Sound hemlock, fruc from Icucts, is the 
cheapest satisfactory material. For a 
silo 12 feet oi' less in diameter staves 
should be 2 by 4 unbcvcled. not 
tonguccl nor grooved, or 2 by G slightly 
beveled to conform to the circular 
shape of tho silo. Where the diameter 
of the silo is more than 12 fec.t, 2 by 
6 staves are recommended, neither 
beveled, ton^ued nor grooved, but sur- 
faced on the 
inside, and 
hemlock 


should be plauerl on both sides. 


The form of door recommended is 


shown in the second cut. together with 
a side view of a stave with saw cuts 
for door and cleats bolti-tl on the out- 
side. 
The doors may be sawed out 


wherever convenience su^ests. but 
the lower door should be made be- 
tween the second and third hoops from 
the bottom and the other doors in ev- 
ery second space between hoops, ex- 
cept that no floor is needed at the top. 
The staves arc sawed on a bevel, \vitlt 
the larger opening ou the inside of the 
silo. 
Tlie doors are planned for anil 


the sawing started (to save 
boring 


auger holes) when the staves are set 
up. The door is usually 2 by 2i/j t'eiit. 
Cleats of 2 by 3 inch stulf are sawed 
out with proper curve to lit anil are 
bolted on the outside of the silo at the

TrnitM of Character. 


Dr. Louis Kohinsoii. au English ao- 
iloj?lst, has just liven to the world au 
account of his investigations as to the 
origin of the habits anil mode of life 
of certain animal*:, and the couflusion 
at which he seems to arrive is that all 
such phenomena may be explained on 
he ground of atavism. Thus he claims 
that the horse of our day derives bis 
swiftness and power of endurance 
?rom the fact that his ancestors in for- 
mer days were obliged to flee from 
and frequently to defend themselves 
ugainst 
their 
great 
enemies, 
the 


wolves. In like manner he claims that 
the reason why the horse shies is be- 
cause his ancestors were forced to be 
constantly on the alert against hidden 
enemies and that the reason why he 
rears and plunges is because only by 
pursuing such tactics could his fore- 
fathers shake oiT wild animals who 
had leaped upon their backs. 


Sheep when frightened immediately 


rush off to the highest point they can 
reach 
The reason, says Dr. Robinson, 


is because all sheep originally inhabit- 
ed mountainous districts. And this, he 
claims, is also the reason why they 
wear a thick fleece of wool all the 
year through, the summer temperature 
in mountainous districts bang almost 
as cold as tliat of winter. Finally, wu 
are assured that the reason sheep in- 
variably follow a leader is because 
their ancestors were obliged to go in 
Indian file through the narrow moun- 
tainous passes. 


Pigs have also engaged Dr. Robin- 


son's attention. He was puzzled for a 
good while as to the cause of their 
grunting, but now he thinks be has dis- 
covered the real reason. Tbe pigs of 
today, he says, evidently grunt be- 
cause their ancestors maile their homes 
in thick woods, and only by making 
this sound could they keep track of

For tlie round silo five-eighths inch 


iron or steel rods usually serve as 
hoops. These are in tlirei! sections for 


12 foot diameter silo and four sec- 


tions for Iti foot or more. The hoops 
may pass through 0 by 0 uprights and 
be fastened with nuts anil washers. 
Hoops are (Irau n fairly tig'lit, but not 
entirely so, aud staples driven over 
them to prevent them from saggin; 
when the silo is empty. After Hie silo 
is filled if the swelling of the wood 
(from moisture absorbed) causes too 
(Teat strain on the hoops they can be 
loosened as may be necessary.

In breeding select 
females as n^ar as possible to the de- 
sired shade of buff, as free from dark 
or white in iving and tail aud of as 
even a color as can be. To such fe- 
males mate a cock of deeper shade,, 
with some little black in wing and tail 
of deep buff of a coppery luster. This 
mating will produce good results in 
cockerels and pullets. The heavy leg 
and foot feathering, so characteristic 
of the breed, should have constant 
care and attention. While the feather- 
ing should be abuudant all semblance 
to vulture bock, or stiff feathering, 
should be avoided.—'Farmers' Bulletin

Road Expert E. G. Harrison of the 


department of agriculture meets with 
some humorous experiences in the 
course of his travels over the country 
building 
experimental 
roads 
and 


spreaclicg the doctrine of good roads. 
Frequently these are in the form of 
puzzling 
questions 
from 
quizzical 


farmers and often a statement which 
seems to otUut his knowledge of road 
building. 


Some time ago he was attending a. 


meeting of farmers who were invited 
by officials of me League of American 
Wlieclmcu to hear General Uarnsoa 
and to leum from him what he pro- 
posed to do with tho experimental 
roads he was to build in the township. 
On this occasion one of the audience 
spoke up and abkod: 


"How deep do you propose to build 


your road ?" 


"Eight inches," was the reply. 
"Why, man, that won't be any use 


in this country! Why, sir, the frost 
goes eight £eet into the ground;" 


The rest of the farmers sided in with 


tills remark aud for some time had a 
little fun at the general's expense. But 
he is always ready for such things, 
aud it did not take htm long to turn 
the tables on them. 


"You farmers have sheds ou your 


premises, of course," he replied, "and 
you have often in the spring of the 
year, when the frost was coming out 
of the ground, been obliged to lay 
planks to enable you to reach those 
sheds without getting iu the mud?" 


They gave their assent to this state- 


ment, and he continued: 


"Wheu you reached the shed, you 


fouud the ground hard, ttrm aud dry 
under the roof, and yet the frost had 
nearly an eqiial chauce to get into the 
ground there as it did outside." 
The 


farmers saw tho point. 


"The whole philosophy o£ road build- 


ing," 
continued the general, "is to 


build a roof over your road through 
which the water cannot penetrate, aud 
the frost will amount to little. Now, 
gentlemen, what 1 propose to do is to 
put a roof over your road. Of course 
it is impracticable to place this roof 
up so that you can drive under It, but 
I shall.place the roof on the road so 
that yon may drive over it." 


On another of the occasions when 


the L. A. W. gave him a chauce to ad- 
dress a similar meeting be was asked 
the value of and the application of 
drains to dirt roads. 


"Have you as a boy going barefoot- 


ed, as all boys should, noticed that hy 
working a piece of moist ground with 
your feet you create mud'.' Of course 
you have, and so has every boy that 
ever lived. In that little act you have 
the secret of bad roads. The moisture 
In the ground, a Jed by constant trav- 
el, creates the mud holes and ruins 
them. Now take a sponge and soak it 
full of water. 
Xou will find that the 


big holes do not Gil, but the line pores 
are the ones that liold the fluid. Place 
the sponge in a sieve over a basin, and 
you will find that it will become dry 
to a short time, tbe water seeking the 
basin below. That's just the principle 
involved iu making good dirt roads. 
We place the drain through the center 
of the roadway, and tbe earth above 
holds the moisture, which, like the wa- 
ter from the sponge, seeps down to 
fill the vacancy below in the drain and 
is carried off." 


Green Corn as Forage. 


If we were called upon to provide 


green forage during the months of Au- 
gust, September and October and had 
no alfalfa, we would plant sweet corn 
which is no doubt the best crop foi 
such a purpose. It :s much better than 
common field corn, an it contains more 
sugar and less starch and remains suc- 
culent much longer.

say that the yonng caterpillars appear 
in the spring about the time of the un- 
folding of leaves and feed upon the ten- 
der foliage. When Cull grown, each 
caterpillar spins its cocoon. Many re- 
main in the trees and tie up the leaves, 
forming a covering for the cocoon, as 
sjiown in the figure. Fully one-half 
wander off from the tree and utilize 
any shelter they may come upon, snch 
as sides of houses, fences, etc. The 
moths generally emerge from the co- 
coon about the last of June. Soon after- 
ward the females deposit their eggs in 
masses of about 200 each upon twigs, 
dying themselves soon after the eggs 
are laid. The eggs deposited early in 
June remain nnhotched till the follow- 
ing spring. The cut shows a female 
moth, a caterpillar aud its back and 
side markings (a and b) and a cocoon 
in a maple leaf. ' 


The Vermont station has given a 


fully illustrated and comprehensive ac- 
count of this insect, from which the cut 
is reproduced.

STATE SUFFERED, 


'he Drought Injured Crops and Belayed 


Plowing. 


The weather bureau's crop report for 
he week ending Monday last has been 
ssued and contains some interesting 
veather and farm data for this state. 


During the week the prevailing hot, 


dry, sunshiny weather intensified the 
previous damaging conditions occa- 
ligned by the long continued and ex- 
lensivedrought, and added more injury 
to the growing crops by causing them 
to dry up and ripen prematurely. 
,Vhile a large acreage of plowing has 
oeen completed in many sections, the 
unfinished portions must so remain 
until the drought is broken. Many 
springs and streams have dried up and 
the Susquehanna river was the lowest 
for several years. Had not the rains 
of Saturday and Sunday come to its aid 
the water would have reached record 
Breaking lowness and the crops would 
iiave been blasted. 


Corneaved well and gave promise of 


a generous vield, but the lack of mois- 
ture has caused the late crop to dry up 
and ripen prematurely to such an ex- 
tent that there will be considerable of 
a shortage 
from 
the 
anticipated 


amount. 


The yield of buckwheat will be ma- 


terially shortened 
on 
account of 


drought. Some of it is nearly ripe and 
ready for harvest. 


A large amount of tobacco Jias been 


housed and much more is ready for 
cutting. The crop has been more or 
less injuriously affected by drought 
and hail.but the general crop will prob- 
ably be a fair one 


The maturing of late potatoes has 


been much hastened by dryness and 
the yield shortened from what it would 
have been under favorable conditions.
